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INFORMATION DISCLOSURE STATEMENT - CONCISE EXPLANATION 

UNDER 37 CFRS 1.98(a)(3) 

DE 201 12 892 

DE 201 12 892 discloses a speaker with a flashlight (12), wherein the 
flashlight (12) is positioned on a command unit (10) that lies on the iron core of 
the loudspeaker. The iron core of the loudspeaker, and therefore the flashlight 
(12), are surrounded by the diaphragm (5). Electrically, the flashlight is being 
wired in parallel with the loudspeaker via the loudspeaker wires; therefore, the 
flashlight is driven with alternating current. A change in the audio signal directly 
influences the flashlight (12). There is a large installation outlay involved in order 
to mount the command unit (10) and the flashlight (12) onto the iron core.

The present invention is distinguishable in that the light source (21) is 
fixed outside the diaphragm (14) on the chassis (13). Furthermore, in the 
present invention the light source (21) is connected to the direct-current network 
onboard the motor vehicle. At least these features patentably distinguish the 
present invention from DE 201 12 892. 

FR 2 781 971 

FR 2 781 971 discloses a transparent diaphragm plate (1), suspended so 
that it can vibrate. A light source (2) is fixed on the diaphragm. This light source 
(2) is electrically wired in parallel with the audio signal so that the light source (2) 
blinks with the frequency of the audio signal. The diaphragm plate (1) is 
suspended in a motor vehicle by the electrical wires. 

The present invention is distinguishable in that it discloses a compact 
loudspeaker which solves the problem of a large transparent diaphragm plate (1) 
by disclosing a light source (21) connected to a chassis (13) outside the 
diaphragm (14). This feature patentably distinguishes the present invention from 
FR2 781 971. 

JP 2002 096 691 

JP 2002 096 691 is of interest in that it discloses a loudspeaker grille with 

a LED. 
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The present invention discloses a light source that is inserted into the 
chassis of the loudspeaker outside the diaphragm. At least these features are 
patentably distinguish the present invention from JP 2002 096 691.
